speed, a nd I wa s determined tha t

ftfc I pushed the do o r o pen a nd stepped into the ho use. 
“I found myself in a long and narrow hall, upon which doom 
opened Irom either side.

Washington, 
Dec. 
13.—The 
next 
Democratic national convention will 
be held at Denver, Col., J uly 7, 1908. 
When Chairman Taggart rapped the 
meeting of the national convention to 
order Louisville and Denver were the 
two cities the choice was practically 
confined to at that time, neither being 
able to claim a victory. 
Quite a num­ 
ber of committeemen went into the 
final meeting declining to pledge them­ 
selves for any city. 
Democratic mem­ 
bers of congress were admitted to the 
executive meeting, but all others were 
excluded. 
The vote was promptly taken, Den­ 
ver securing 20 votes. Louisville 18, 
Chicago, 5, and St. Paul 2. A majority 
of the votes cast being necessary for 
a choice, another vote wras ordered. 
Roger C. Sullivan then arose and with­ 
drew Chicago and gave its five votes 
to Denver. 
Urey Woodson promptly 
followed 
by withdrawing Louisville 
and moved that the choice of Denver 
be made unanimous, which was done. 
The committee then proceeded to vote 
on the date for holding the convention. 
J une 23, 30 and J uly 7 and 11 were all 
suggested, 
but 
the 
sentiment 
was 
largely in favor of J uly 7, and resulted 
in the choice of that date. 
After the announcement of Denver's 
selection was made the committee en­ 
tered into a lengthy discussion of a 
proposition to limit Denver’s contribu­ 
tion to only the actual expenses of the 
convention. The committee decided to 
accept the $100,000 as offered, by a 
vote of 31 to 14. 
The Denver auditorium, where the 
convention will hold its sessions, is 
modeled after the St. Paul auditorium, 
but contains many up-to-date improve­ 
ments that make it the most comfort­ 
able and complete convention hall in 
the country. 
Its exterior is imposing 
and the arrangement of its interior is 
as perfect as money _can make it. 
When completed and fully furnished 
and equipped it will represent a total 
cost of $600.000. 
The building is be­ 
ing erected by the city, a special bond 
issue having been authorized by the 
people for that purpose. 
The auditori­ 
um will seat 14,000, and it is claimed 
that at lea st 11,000 more can be ac­ 
commodated in ca se of necessity.
